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Free Drain Pipes Cost County $25,000, Mullins Tells Commission Monday 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion held its first meeting of 
the month on Monday, Novem- 
ber 14 at the courthouse in 


‘Enterprise. They again failed 


to act on a request by County 
Engineer Leslie Mullins that 
the county end the policy of 
giving away drainage pipe to 
county residents. 

“We gave away over $25,000 
worth of pipe last year,’’ said 
Mullins, ‘‘and I again urge you 
to end the policy of giving away 
the pipe.”’ 

Commissioner Jack 
Hornsby spoke upand suggested 
cutting off the policy imme- 
diately. However, Commis- 
sioner Bennie Beckham said, 
‘I think we should set a future 
date to stop giving away pipe. 
This way the public would have 
a chance to get pipe if they 
need it,’’ 

Continuing, Beckham stated, 
‘If the request is not justified, 
we will not accept it. If they 
do need it, I feel it’s our re- 
sponsibility to give it to them.”’ 

Engineer Mullins told the 
commission that the county 
would adopt the same policy 
as the state: ‘‘If they provide 


the pipe, we will cover it up.’’ 
Commissioner Hornsby re- 
peatedly told the commission 


he would make a motion to end 
the policy of giving away pipe, 
but -no other commissioner in- 
dicated he would second the 
motion. The discussion again 
ended without -any action being 
taken on the controversial 
issue: 


The meeting began at 10:00 
a.m. with all commissioners 
present except Max Reeves, 
who was ill and unable to at- 
tend. Present were Probate 
Judge James Sawyer, Com- 
mission Clerk Brunease Wins- 
ton and Commissioners Gilmer 
Grant, Rex Boutwell, Bennie 
Beckham, Jack Hornsby and 
Don Smith. 

The first order of business 
was to open bids on the up- 
dating and maintenance of the 
county’s tax maps and records 
for the recently completed fis- 
cal year. Bids received were: 
$7,500 from Rogers Drafting 
Inc. of Dothan (for mapping 
only); $18,040 from Mack 
McKinney of Enterprise (ap- 
praisal work and updating rec- 
ords); $10,937.50 from South- 
ern Cadastral of West Point, 
Mississippi (mapping only); and 
$13,900 from James H. Moore 
of Montgomery (updating and 
maintenance of records). The 


only bidder to enter a bid on 
both services was Coston Bar- 
low of Elba. Mr. Barlow bid 
$14,500 on appraisal work and 
$9,500 on mapping. 


Mr. Ken Green of the State 
Revenue Department was pre- 
sent at the opening of the bids, 
and discussed the qualifications 
and references of the various 
bidders. The commission asked 
Mr. Green to check the quali- 
fications of the bidders, and 
decided to delay awarding the 
contract until Green completes 
his study. 


Mr. John W. Henderson, 
president of the Enterprise 
Banking Company, submitted a 
request on behalf of the bank that 
it be re-appointed the county de- 
pository for the coming year. 
The commission voted unani- 
mously ,to continue-using the 
Enterprise Banking Company as 
the depository for county funds. 
‘Mr. James Wise of the Ino 
Community was next toaddress 
the commission, and he stated: 
‘“‘When the county put in the 
new road by my house (in the 
1950’s), they promised to 
maintain the driveway to my 
house. Well, the driveway is 


in bad shape, and | fell I am 
being left out in the cold, be- 
cause the old commissioners 
promised me the drive would 
be maintained.”’ 

Commissioner Beckham 
told Mr. Wise, ‘‘If we fix your 
driveway, we will have to fix 
everybody's. We will honor the 
actions of the previous com- 
missioners when we can, but 
they did things that’ we can no 
longer do.”’ 

The commission told Mr. 
Wise it would take no action 
on his request, and before leay- 
ing Wise said, ‘‘I don’t think 
it’s fair for taxpayers not to 
be able to get work done when 
they need it. Especially with 
the high taxes now!”’ 

Engineer Leslie Mullins re- 
sponded by saying ‘‘The people 
should know that only a small 
part of ad valorem taxes are 
used to fix roads. The road 
money comes from gasoline 
taxes.’’ 


Mr. Ned Folmar addressed 
the commission and presentéd 
it with $1,150 he raised through 
donations for the County For- 
estry Commission. The ‘‘Bud- 
get Committee’ had informed 
Folmar it would fund the For- 
estry Commission $15,000 if

GET THE 
FACTS 


Recently, I heard a story 
about an alcoholic who went 
to his doctor to discuss his 
drinking problem. He re- 
turned to his car where his 
wife was anxiously waiting the 
doctor’s diagnosis, ‘'Thank 
goodness,’’ the man told his be- 
wildered wife, ‘‘I don’t have it!”’ 
The ‘‘it’’ that he was referring 
to was, of course, alcoholism. 

The man was tremendously 
relieved. His wife was less 
than overjoyed. She felt sure 
he had ‘‘it’’. He frequently drank 
to the point of intoxication; his 
behavior in public at suchtimes 
was embarrassing; in private 
there were violent arguements. 
If he didn’t have ‘‘it,'’ what did 
he have? He sure had some- 
thing. Yet she was not thedoc- 
tor. 

As it turned out, the wife 
was fright; the doctor was 
wrong. After a prolonged pe- 
riod of drinking, losing jobs 
and getting a divorce, the man 
decided to seek help again. 
This time, the doctor, thenurse, 
the ex-wife, the children, and 
even the dog (who always grow- 
led and removed himself when 
the man came home drunk) knew 
he had ‘'it.”’ 

This story brings out an 
interesting point. Why did the 
doctor miss ‘‘it’’ early in the 
game? There can be any num- 
ber reasons, one of which might 
be that the alcoholic himself 
was less than truthful with the 
doctor. Perhaps he minimized 
his drinking (all self respecting 
alcoholics will ‘‘fib’’ about how 
much they drink). Perhaps he 


failed to mention problems he 
was having in relationship with 
the drinking or perhaps he told 
the “doctor the problems but 
attributed them to something 
else. Many times an alcoholic 
is truly incapable of describ - 
ing his own behavior because 
he blocks it out. In most cases 
the poor doctor who is asked 
to make the diagnosis simply 
is not given enough facts to 
make one. 

So maybe the doctor missed 
the alcoholism because he was 
not given enough facts. Why 
did the wife miss ‘‘it?’’ She 
had many of the facts avail- 
able. She went along with the 
doctor, partly because he was 
a doctor, but mainly because 
she had a preconceived idea 
about alcoholics. Her Uncle 
Joe was an alcoholic. Uncle 
Joe did not work, was dirty 
and unshaven, spent many of 
his nights in jail and drank 
shaving lotion. Her husband 
prided himself on-never miss- 
ing work, dressed -like a Phil- 
adelphia lawyer, had never been 
in jail and drank Scotch. He 
and Uncle Joe seemed to have 
little in common. 

The wife had what is called 
the ‘‘skid row concept'’ of an 
alcoholic. The facts are that 
less than 5% of the known al- 
coholics are skid row bums. 
Most alcoholics have jobs and 
families. Because this wife did 
not have these facts, she was 
in no position to help her hus- 
band early in the drinking game 
before the job‘ losses, before 
the jail, before the divorce. 


Today the couple is re- 
married and the husband does 
not drink, They are happy. But 
sometimes she wonders, 
‘Would it have made a dif- 
ference that day he first sought 
help if I had only known?’’ 


Law Enforcement Is Everybody's Business

A sudden Violent rainstorm 
receutly caused motorists to 
detour from the expressways 
into a Chicago suburb, only to 
find even there the streets were 

avily burcened with excessive 
water. At an underpass, cars 
were stalled in three-foot deep 
runoff, and many more stacked 
up for blocks waiting for he 
opportunity to find a way out 
of the flooded area. The neigh- 
borhood was predominantly low 
income, and from it appeared 
young toughs. They made de- 
mands on the stranded motor- 
ists: some asked for $10 to 
Show drivers a Safe way throurh 


the  still-deepening waters 
Others just demanded money 
or threats of violence if none 
Was given them. Wn ino- 


lorists relused to submit to 
the rip-off, their windows were 
smashed with bricks, shots 
were fired, while shocked child- 
ren looked on in horror. One 
woman died on the way to a 
hospital, her husband survived 
two gunshot wounds after ex- 
tensive medical care. Fifteen 
people sustained lesser injuries 
in separate incidents of attack 
by the marauders. Poor fami- 
lies living nearby gave assis- 
tance to the victims, until help 
arrived. ‘Civilization was in

Crime continues to grow 
and is of great concern in all 
nations, and especially in A- 
merica; here the average citi- 
zen lives in constant fear of 
atluck. robbery, rape, break- 
in, t name only a few crit 
cateyuries on the vise. Thr 
U. S. has 20 times the mu:- 
ders,‘l0 times more robberies 
and twice the assaults as in 
Englund, allowing for the pop- 
ulation differences. Many A- 
lnetican cities have more mur- 
ders in a year than all of 
Great Britain. In a recent 
year there were more mur-

million) as humans (13 
million), 


ders in New York and Balti- 
more than in Western Europe's 
four leading nations combined 

But our metropolitan areas 
are no longer alone with their 
bloodletting statistics. Over- 
all violent crime jumped an 
alarming 13% in a recent 12 
months, but now the increase 
is in the suburbs, where not 
many years ago crime was 
something to be watched only 
on TV. 

“Why don’t the police do 
something?’’ is the indignant cry 
of the elderly, night workers, 
and others who must be on the 
streets after dark. While law- 
abiding people who don’t have 
to be out after dark, fortress 
themselves behind multiple 
locking devices in homes ati! 
apartments, afraid to answer 
the door. 

Where are the police? Usu- 
ally out on calls, following down 
the staggering number of pleas 
for assistance. That is where 
there is most likely to be im- 
mediate action...need for their 
services. And the crime rate 
continues to rise. 

What can the private citi- 
zen do to help himself, to pro- 
tect his own? How can he 
keep what is his and defend 
his family? 

In this series will be dis- 
cussions of potentially dange- 
rous situations, in which cer- 
tain levelheaded action can be 
taken to assist in preventing 
the possibility of becoming a 
crime statistic. All suggest- 
ions may not be news to ev- 
eiyone, but studied, used and

THE SIN PROBLEM III 


The Psalmist wrote, ‘‘Wash 
me and I shall be whiter than 
snow."’ Isaiah in the temple 
experienced cleansing as the 
heavenly creature flew with the 
live coals and touched his lips. 
Sad indeed would be the human 
plight if there was not answer 
to the problem of sin. Once 
the individual realizes his own 
sinful condition, there must be 
some way to handle the problem 
and bring about-a renewal of 
relationship with God. The most 
severe penatly for sin is alien- 
ation from God, and the object 
of a solution is to dissolve 
the alienation and bring har- 
mony into the devine-human en- 
counter. 

The Psalmist ‘rightly real- 
ized that the solution is based 
in the mercy of God who alone 
can offer forgiveness. So of- 
ten individuals seek to find ways 
of cleansing which they can 
manipulate to please God. 
Thus, there develops the idea 


of doing penance in order to 
please God, and in pleasing Him, 
produce right relationship. The 
only difficulty with this ap- 
proach is that there is nothing 
that the individual can do for 
God. After all God is already 
the supreme ruler of the uni- 
verse and lacks for nothing. 
The answer lies in the recog- 
nition that God can, and-more 
important, that He will forgive 
sin and accept the sinner. The 
individual offender is never 
worthy of what God has pro- 
mised to do, but -by accepting 
what God can do, he is de- 
clared to be innocent. Human 
beings are never acceptable 
to God in their sin, but-He 
accepts them anyhow. 

There are multiple reasons 
why people do not accept the 
proferred forgiveness, and 
therefore, they do not seek it 
or accept it. Remember, no 
one is good enough to approach 
God on his own merits, no

FLAT MAPS AND RELIEF MO- 
DELS 


“You know, this job seems 
to get bigger everyday,’’ com- 
mented Robert O. Fitts. ‘I 
started on this thing weeks ago 
and it’s still not finished!”’ 

Fitts smiled as he talked 
about a hugh map he was mak- 
ing for use in his classes at 
the Clear Creek Baptist School 
in Pineville, Ky. Measuring 
8 by 18 feet, the map is one 
of the largest constructed by 
Fitts, who is a professor of 
Old Testament at the school. 

No easy task, the map of 
the Mediterranean world is 
drawn to scale. Fitts founda 
map he liked after months of 
searching through atlases and 


books of geography. 

Fitts constructed the large 
map in one of the classrooms 
after the ceiling had been raised 
to accomodate its unusual 
size. 

After fashioning the map 
of plasterboard, Fitts painted 
the entire surface with flat white 
paint. He then marked off the 
area with squares upen which 
he drew the map, a section at 
a time. 

The land areas were then

One Fatality And Two 


Non-Fatal Hunting Accidents 


Reported In State 


Three hunting accidents 
one of them fatal - have been 
reported to the Game and Fish 
Division of the Department of 
Conservation and Natural Re- 
sourees since the new state fis- 
cal year began October 1, ac- 
cording to the Department’s 
hunter safety coordinator 
James Thornhill. 

During the last state fis- 
cal year there were 36 acci- 
dents reported to the Depart- 
ment. In 22 of those cases 
the victims were mistaken for 
game or the accident occurred 
while the hunter was prepar- 
ing to shoot game 

In view of these facts, it is 
apparent that the number of 
hunting accidents could be 
reduced if all hunters wore 
some type of fluorescent 
orange cap or vest. The hunt- 
er’s wearing something of this 
color would make no difference 
to the game animals because 
they are color blind. Buta 
hunter’s wearing something or- 
ange could make a great deal 
of difference to him and other 
hunters. It could save a life 

After reviewing all the fact- 
ors in the hunting accidents re- 
ported to the Game and Fish 
Division, it’s apparent that if 
all hunters had followed the 
prescribed rules of hunting 
Safety many of these accidents 
could have been prevented. The 
16 primary rules of hunting 
Safety are as follows: 

1. Consider yourself an in- 
vited guest of the landowner, 
seeking his permission to hunt 
on his land and conduct your- 
self so that you will be wel 
come in the future. 

2. Obey the rules of safe 
gun- handling and courteously, 
but- firmly, insist that other 
hunters with you do the same. 

3. Obey all game laws and 
regulations. and insist that 
your hunting companions do the 
same. 

4. Do your-best to acquire 


the marksmanship and hunting 
skills that will insure clean, 
sportsmanlike kills. 

5. Support all conservation 
efforts. This can insure good 
hunting for future generations. 

6. Pass along to younger 
hunters those attitudes and 
skills essential for a true out- 
door sportsman. 

7. Treat every gun with the 
respect due a loaded gun: 

8. Watch that muzzle! Be 
able to control the direction 
of the muzzle even if you should 
stumble. 

9. Make certain your gun's 
barrel and action are clear of 
obstructions and that your 
ammunition is of the proper 
size for the gun you are car- 
rying. 

10. Be certain of your -tar- 
get before you pull the trigger; 
know the identifying features 
of the game you are hunting. 

11. Unload your gun when it 
is not in use. Take down or 
have the action open. Carry 
your-gun-in its case until you 
arrive at the shooting area 


12. Never point agunat any- 
thing you do not want to shoot; 
avoid all horseplay with fire- 
arms. 

13. Never shoot a bullet at 
a flat, hard surface orat water. 
During target practice make 
certain your-backstop is ade- 
quate. 

14. Never climb a fence or 
a tree or jump a ditch while 
you're cafrying a loaded gun 
and never pull a gun- toward 
you by its muzzle. 

15. Store your-guns and am- 
munition separately and be- 
yond the reach of children or 
careless adults. 

16. Avoid alcoholic beve- 
rages before or dpring the use 
of firearms. 

Always remember that all 
gums are dangerous-if they are 
handled improperly.

Brantley Bulldogs, Rally To Bury 


Coffee Springs 31-8 


The Brantley Bulldogs 
rallied from an 8-7 deficit by 
scoring four touchdowns in 
the second half as they bur- 
ied the Coffee Springs Gol- 
den Bears 31-8 last Friday 
night in the opening round 
of the Class A playoffs.
